A PROCLAiMATlON. 

.1.  F.  McCreight,  t TT/HEREAS  by  a Proclamation 
Allorney  General,  f \V  of  the  20th  ,day  of  Novem- 
ber, A.  D.  1871,  the  time  for  the  return  of  the  Writ 
for  the  Election  of  .Members  to  serve  in  the  Legislative 
.Vssembly  of  British  Columbia,  for  the  Electoral 
District  of  Kootenay,  was  extended,  and  it  was 
directed  to  be  returned  on  or  before  the  26th  day  of 
January,  instant. 

And  whereas  it  is  doubtful,  owing  to  the  difficulty 
of  communication  at  this  season  of  the  year,  and 
other  causes,  whether  the  Writ  can  be  so  returned 
by  the  said  26th  instant. 


And  whereas  it  is  expedient  further  to  extend  the 
time  for  the  return  of  the  said  Writ  for  the  said 
Electoral  District  of  Kootenay. 

And  whereas  by  Section  89  of  the  “Election  Regu- 
lation Act,  1871,”  the  Governor  in  Council  is  em- 
powered to  cause  to  be  adopted  such  measures  as  may 
be  necessary  for  removing  any  obstacle,  or  the  doing 
of,  or  omission  to  do,  any  act  of  a technical  or  formal 
nature,  by  which,  or  by  want  of  which,  the  due 
course  of  an  Election  may  be  impeded. 

NOW,  KNOW  YE,  that  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
the  Returning  Officers  of  the  Electoral  District  of 
Kootenay  further  time  to  return  the  said  Writ,  the 
Goveruor  in  Council  has  extended  the  time  tor  the 
return  of  the  said  Writ  for  the  said  Electoral  District  of 
Kootenay ; and  that  the  Writ  for  the  said  Electoral  Dis- 
trict of  Kootenay  shall  be  returned  on  or  before  the 
15th  day  of  February,  next  ensuing;  and  the  Re- 
turning Officers  are  to  govern  themselves  accord- 
ingly.

hundred  and  seventy-two,  and  in  the  thirty- 
fifth  year  of  Our  Reign.
